First make sure you have paper loaded, following the 
instructions on the Start Here sheet. Then feed in your page or 
photo, following these steps: 

1. Adjust the edge guides to fit the width of your original. 

2. Hold the document face down and insert the bottom edge 
into the scanner.

Copying Thin or Fragile Items 

You may not be able to feed a fragile photo or document 
into the scanner. Before you copy this type of item, place it 
in the protection sheet that came with your EPSON 
Stylus Scan 2000. 

1 . The first time you use the protection sheet, you need to 
remove the plastic film. Pull up on the tab to peel off the 
film. 

2. Open the protection sheet and insert your document all the 
way to the top. 

3. Feed the sheet into the scanner following the instructions 
above.

6. Choose one of the following document types: 

s Choose Text if your document contains text only. 

s Choose Photo if you're copying a photograph. 

s Choose Text and Image if your document includes 
both text and illustrations. 

7. Click the appropriate buttons to set copy quality, switch 
from color to black and white, or increase the number of 
copies you want to make. 
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8. When you're finished selecting copy settings, cUck the 
green Copy button on the screen. 

Your original goes in and out of the scanner twice. Then 
the copy is printed. 

Adjusting the Image Size 

You can use the Copy Utility to fine-tune the size of the image 
you copy. 

If you don't need to make precise adjustments, or you only 
want to make small changes to image size, do one of the 
following: 

s If you want the output image to be the same size as the 
original, select 1 00% on the screen's control panel. 

s Select Fit to Page to set the image to fit your paper size 
setting. 

s Click Other, then click the + or - button under 

Reduce/Enlarge to gradually increase or decrease the size 
of your image. (The percentage expresses the ratio of the 
output image size to the original image size.) 
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If you want to make more precise adjustments, follow these 
steps: 

1. Click the [ ] scale button on the Copy Utility control 
panel. You see this window: 



Click and drag to 
resize your image by 
an exact percentage. 

Click to fit your image to 
a standard page size, or 
preview it before you 
resize it. 




You can use the slider to reduce or enlarge your image by 
an exact percentage. Then click OK to return to the control 
panel. 

2. To automatically resize your image to fit a standard page 
size, select Fit to Page.

s To adjust the output image manually, select User 
Area selection, and then cHck Preview. Your original 
goes into the scanner, and previews appear in the 
Source Image and Output Image boxes. 

To resize the image manually, click and drag the frame 
around the Output Image. 

To define the area you want to copy, click and drag the 
frame around the Source Image. The results are 
immediately visible on the Output Image. 

4. Click OK to return to the control panel. 

Making Advanced Settings 

You can automatically enhance your photograph or text, adjust 
photo layout, apply a blue or sepia tint, and change your 
image's brightness, contrast, and saturation. 

1. Click More settings on the Copy Utility control panel.

Printing on Photo Paper 

You can use EPSON Photo Paper to print photographs that 
look almost as good as the ones you get from film processing. 
EPSON 4 X 6-inch Photo Paper is micro-perforated around the 
edges so you can trim your printouts and "bleed" the photo — 
extend it to the edge of the paper — on all sides. 

Photo Paper is also available in letter, A4 (8.3 x 1 1.7 inches), 
and Panoramic (8.27 x 23.4 inches) sizes. 

Keep the following in mind when you use EPSON 4 x 6-inch 
Photo Paper: 

s You can load up to 20 sheets of Photo Paper at a time. 

s Before you print, size your photo to 4.25 x 6.25 inches. 

s Choose Photo Paper as the Media Type and select the 
correct Paper Size before you print. 

s After you print, fold the paper back and forth along the 
perforations and carefully tear off the margins.

After a moment, the Progress Meter window appears, as 
shown on page 43.

tanning with Windows 




Scanning with EPSON Stylus Scan 2000 lets you turn pictures 
and text into digital fdes on your computer. Then you can fax 
or e-mail the fdes, display them on your web site, or use them to 
create all kinds of projects that you can print out. 

If you're experienced with scanning, you can use the EPSON 
Stylus Scan TWAIN interface to scan with Adobe Photoshop® 
or any other TWAIN-compliant program. 

Or, you can use the Smart Panel for all types of scanning with 
Windows. 

You'll find instructions for the following in this chapter: 

s Basic scanning with TWAIN 

s Scanning to OCR (word processing) 

s Scanning to e-mail 

s Scanning for creativity (PhotoDeluxe projects) 

s Scanning to an application 



Basic Scanning with TWAIN 

The basic scanning process involves a number of steps: 

s Feeding in your photo or document 

s Opening an application (such as PhotoDeluxe or 
Photoshop) 

s Opening the TWAIN window and setting scan options 

s Scanning and saving your scanned image 
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The first time you scan with your EPSON Stylus Scan 2000, 
you'll also need to select it as your TWAIN source. 



Starting Your Scan 

Before you scan, make sure your scanning software is installed 
and your EPSON Stylus Scan is set up, connected to your 
computer, and turned on. 

1. Adjust the edge guides to fit the width of your page or 
photo. Feed it into the scanner until you feel a tug.

3. From the File menu, choose Import, then Select 
TWAIN 32 Source. 

4. Select EPSON Stylus Scan SF (sheet-fed) and click 
Select.

5. From the File menu, choose Import, then TWAIN 32. The 
EPSON TWAIN window opens:

6. If you're scanning a photograph, click the Photo tab. If 
you're scanning text or a line drawing, click the OCR/Line 
Art tab. 

7. Choose one of the Quality settings: 
s Draft & fast for a quick scan 

s Best & de-screening for a better quahty scan 
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8. Choose the Resolution setting: 

s Choose 300 dpi for most photos that you plan to print 
at their original size or smaller (or 72 dpi if you only 
want to view them on your screen or on the Web) 

s Choose 400 dpi for most text scanning 

s Choose a higher resolution for line drawings, or if you 
plan to enlarge a photo 

Higher resolutions create larger files that take longer to 
print and process. 

9. Choose your Document Size. 

Continue with the steps in the next section if you're scanning a 
photo, or the steps on page 63 if you're scanning text or line art. 

Scanning a Photo 

Follow these steps if you're scanning a photograph or a photo 
on a printed page: 

1. Start your scan as described on page 60. 

2. Select Unsharp Mask to sharpen your image 
automatically. 

3. Choose your Image Type: either Color or Black & White. 

4. Do one of the following: 

s Click the Auto Scan button to automatically preview 
your photo or page, select the image, set the exposure, 
and scan. Your photo or page goes in and out of the 
scanner twice. The TWAIN window closes, and your 
scanned image appears on your screen. 

s Click the Preview button. Your photo or page goes 
into the scanner and comes back out. The preview 
image appears on the right side of the TWAIN 
window. Continue with step 5. 
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5. If you want to crop the image, or scan only one section, 
click and drag on the preview image to select the part you 
want. You see an outline around your selection, as shown 
on the left. You can click and drag the outline to move it 
around or change its size. 

Or, Click the lUiJl Auto Locate button to automatically 
outline your photo and eliminate any white border 
around it. 



6. Click the |.™| Auto Exposure button to automatically 
adjust scan settings for maximum enhancement of your 
photo. 

7. Click the Scan button. Your photo or page goes into the 
scanner again and comes out slowly as it is scanned. Your 
image opens on your screen (behind the TWAIN window). 

8. Click the Close button to close the TWAIN window. 



Scanning Text 

1. Start your scan as described on page 60. 

2. Click the Preview button. Your page goes into the scanner 
and comes back out. The preview image appears on the 
right side of the TWAIN window, as shown below: 
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3. Select one of these Options: 

s AAS (Auto Area Segmentation) if you're scanning a 
page that has both pictures and text. 

s TET (Text Enhancement Technology) for better text 
recognition. 

s Threshold to adjust the brightness. You can then 
move the slider to make your text lighter or darker. 

4. When your preview looks good, click the Scan button. 
Your page goes into the scanner again and comes out slowly 
as it is scanned. The TWAIN window closes and your text 
image appears on your screen. 

If you want to edit the text on your computer, you need to 
perform OCR (optical character recognition). See page 65 
for instructions on scanning to OCR with the EPSON 
Smart Panel. 

Configuring EPSON TWAIN 

1. Click the Configuration button on the TWAIN window. 
You see the Configuration window:

2. Select Save Preview Image and Settings if you want to 
save your preview and settings after you scan and close the 
TWAIN window. When you reopen the window, you'll see 
the preview of your last scan. 

3. Select Automatic Preview to have your image previewed 
automatically whenever you open the TWAIN window. 
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4. Select ICM/sRGB if you want to match the colors on your 
screen as closely as possible (recommended for Windows 98 
only). 

5. Click OK to save your configuration settings. 



Scanning to OCR 



OCR (optical character recognition) is the process of converting 
a scanned image into text that you can edit in a word processing 
program. After you scan your document, the software processes 
or "recognizes" it. Then you can edit it and either save the file 
or open it in any word processing program on your computer.

Scanning the Text 

1. Feed your document into the scanner as described on 
page 59. 

2. Click ^ on the Windows taskbar to open the Smart Panel 
and click the Scan to OCR icon. You see the OCR 
welcome. 
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3. Click Start. The Scan to OCR window opens:

You see it in the scan window on your screen. Click and 
drag the dotted-line border on the preview to define the 
area you want to scan. You can adjust any of your other 
settings at this point. 

8. Click the Scan button. Your document goes into the 
scanner, and then comes out slowly as it is scanned. 
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9. Press the red Stop/Clear button on the EPSON 
Stylus Scan control panel and remove your original 
document. 

If you're scanning more than one page, a box will appear on 
your screen after the first page comes out. Click Continue 
to scan more pages or No to go on to the next step. 

Follow the steps in the next section to process or 
"recognize" the text.

The software automatically detects the programs that can 
open the scanned file(s). 

2. Select the program you want to use, then click the Open 
button.

If you want to change the way your program opens scanned 
files, click the Property button.

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s Select a program on the list. The default file format 
appears in the Format box.

If you have a modem, Internet service, and e-mail application, 
you can easily share photos and other images. After you scan the 
image, your software can convert it to a variety of fde formats 
for easy viewing. You can even have the image open 
automatically when the recipient reads your e-mail message.

When you scan, you turn pictures and text into digital files on 
your computer. Then you can fax, print, or e-mail the files, or 
continue working with them in another application, such as 
PhotoDeluxe. If you scan text, you can perform OCR (Optical 
Character Recognition) to create a file that you can edit in a 
word processing application. 

This chapter explains how to scan from Presto! PageManager, 
then how to use the Presto! PageManager desktop to continue 
working on your files. You can use many of the same steps to 
scan from other TWAIN-compliant applications, such as 
PhotoDeluxe or Photoshop. 



Starting Your Scan

If your printouts are light or have gaps in the image, you may 
need to run a cleaning cycle. This unclogs the print head 
nozzles so they can deliver ink properly. 

The cleaning process uses ink, so you should run it only if 
you're not getting good print quality. You can run the cleaning 
cycle using either: 

s The Head Cleaning utility (with your EPSON Stylus Scan 
connected to a local port, not over a network) 

s The control panel buttons on the EPSON Stylus Scan

You can't print if either ink 
cartridge is empty. 

W When one of your cartridges runs out of ink, you'll see a 
message in the Progress window on your screen (Windows 
only). Click the How To button on the screen, and then follow 
the instructions to replace your cartridge. 

Cartridges should be available where you bought your printer. 
You can also order them from EPSON Accessories at 
(800) 873-7766 (U.S. sales only). In Canada, please call 
(800) 873-7766 for dealer referral. 

Use these EPSON ink cartridges within six months of installing 
them and before the expiration date on the package:

Cleaning the EPSON Stylus Scan 

To keep your printer operating at its best, clean it several times 
a year. 

1. Press the (1) power button to turn the printer off, then 
unplug the power cord and disconnect the cable. 

2. Remove all paper. 

3. Use a soft brush to clean loose dust and dirt. 

4. Use a soft, clean cloth and mild detergent to clean the outer 
case and inside of the paper feeder. Be careful not to soak 
the cloth — just dampen it. Keep the front and top covers 
closed to prevent moisture from getting inside.

Be careful not to touch 
the internal gears. 



5. Open the top cover and clean the scanner glass with a soft, 
dry cloth, or with a blower brush. 

6. If ink leaks inside the printer, wipe it away with a damp 
cloth.

For short moves, you can just pick up the EPSON Stylus Scan 
and set it down. For longer moves, you need to repack it in the 
original box.

Diagnosing Printer Problems

Checking the Control Panel Lights 
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Follow these guidelines when the control panel lights 
come on or flash: 



(!) is on The EPSON Stylus Scan is on and ready. It flashes when the

Q flashes Paper is jammed in the feeder. Remove the paper and reload it.

Running a Printer Cliecl< 

You can run a printer check to determine whether the problem 
comes from the EPSON Stylus Scan or your computer.

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Problems and Solutions 

Here are some basic troubleshooting tips if you have any 
problems setting up your EPSON Stylus Scan, installing 
software, or getting good quality printouts or scanned images. 

Since copying involves both printing and scanning, look ft)r 
copy problems in both "Solving Printing and Copying 
Problems" on page 124 and "Solving Scanning and Copying 
Problems" on page 132. 

Solving Problems Setting Up the EPSON 
Stylus Scan or Installing Its Software 

The printer started making noise after you installed the 
ink cartridges. 

s The first time you install ink cartridges, the printer must 
charge its ink delivery system for a few minutes. Please 
wait until charging is finished (the O power light stops 
flashing) before you turn off the printer. Otherwise, you 
will waste ink. 

s Make sure the ink cartridge clamps are locked down 
completely and that no packing material remains in the 
printer. 

The printer has finished charging the ink cartridge, 
but the O power light is still flashing. 

s Make sure the ink cartridge clamps are locked into place. 

s Make sure all packing material has been removed from the 
printer. 

s If the printer is not moving or making noise, but the light is 
still flashing after 5 minutes have passed, turn the printer 
off. If the light is still flashing when you turn it back on, 
contact your dealer or see "Where To Get Help" on 
page 137. 
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You're having problems installing the software. 

s Make sure your EPSON Stylus Scan is turned on and the 
cable is securely connected to the printer and computer. 

s Make sure you've closed all other applications, including 
any screen savers. Then try installing the software again, 
following the instructions on the Start Here sheet. 

When you connect to a USB port on a Windows 
computer, several USB devices are recognized and 
installed. 

This is the correct installation procedure. Your EPSON 
Stylus Scan includes a printer, scanner, and internal USB hub. 
Even though the process may seem repetitious, make sure you 
don't cancel out of the installation. 

You see the following message: Setup cannot find the 
Windows printer files needed to set up the WinFax 
printer driver. 

Remove the EPSON CD-ROM and insert your Windows 95 
or Windows 98 CD-ROM. Then click OK. If you don't have a 
Windows CD-ROM, locate the Windows driver files on your 
hard disk drive. 

You see the following message: Please insert your 
WinFax Basic Edition installation media. 

Remove your Windows CD-ROM and insert the EPSON 
Stylus Scan 2000 CD-ROM. Then click OK. 

When you connect it to the pass-through port on your 
Zip® drive, your EPSON Stylus Scan doesn't work. 

The EPSON Stylus Scan is not designed to work on this type of 
port. You must remove the Zip drive and connect it to a 
different port. (You may need to install a second parallel port.) 
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Connect the EPSON Stylus Scan directly to your computer's 
built-in parallel port. Do not use a switch box. You can also 
connect the EPSON Stylus Scan to your USB port 
(Windows 98 only). 

After you use your EPSON Stylus Scan with a parallel 
connection, your Zip drive doesn't work when you 
reconnect it to the same parallel port. 

You may need to reinstall your Zip drive software. To avoid this 
problem, you can disable the Zip drive in your Windows 
Device Manager befijre you connect the EPSON Stylus Scan.

s Increase your system's memory (RAM). 

For the fastest printing, try the following: 

s Choose Black ink if your document does not include any 
other color. 

s Set the Quality/Speed slider to Speed. 

s If you upgraded from Windows 95 to Windows 98, you 
need to uninstall and reinstall your driver. See page 135 for 
instructions. 

Your printer makes noise when you turn it on or after 
it has been sitting for a while. 

Your printer is performing routine maintenance.

s You may need to increase the image resolution or print it in 
a smaller size. See your software documentation ft)r 
instructions. 

Color documents print in black and white. 

s Make sure your printer and port are selected in your 
software application. 

s Make sure color printing is selected in your application and 
the printer software. 

Solving Problems with Paper Feeding 

If your EPSON Stylus Scan doesn't feed paper, feeds multiple 
pages, or paper is jammed, remove and replace the stack of 
paper, then press the B load/eject button. Make sure of the 
following: 

s Paper isn't old, creased, damp, or too thin. 

s The edge guide is resting against the stack of paper. 

s Paper isn't loaded above the arrow on the edge guide. 

s If paper doesn't eject fully, you may have set the wrong 
paper size. Press the B load/eject button to eject the paper. 
Then make sure you select the correct paper size in your 
application or print settings. 

s Fan the stack of paper and then even the edges before 
loading it. 
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Solving Miscellaneous Printout Problems 

The margins are incorrect. 

s Make sure the paper settings are correct for your paper size. 

s Check your software documentation ft)r instructions on 
selecting the correct margins ft)r your paper size. 

The image size or position is incorrect. 

Make sure the paper and/or layout options are set correctly. 

The printer prints blank pages. 

s Make sure your printer is selected in your application or as 
the Windows default printer. 

s Make you have selected the correct paper size.
